Report  of  School  Board 


The  schools  for  the  past  year  have  been  as  good  as 
could  be  expected  considering  the  small  amount  of  money 
that  we  had  to  use.  We  think  it  better  to  pay  higher  wa- 
ges and  have  better  teachers  even  if  we  do  not  have  as 
many  weeks  of  school  during  the  year.  As  for  the  teach' 
ers  we  are  satisfied  that  they  tried  to  do  the  best  that  they 
could.  We  urge  the  parents  to  visit  the  schools  often  and 
judge  for  themselves  instead  of  relying  entirely  upon  the 
report  of  others.  It  encourages  the  teachers  as  well  as  the 
scholars.
